Mr. Lawson spoke on the alms and 
objects of organized labor and touch­ 
ed on the labor legislation now pend­ 
ing in the Minnesota legislature, in ­ 
cluding the workm en’s compensation 
act amendments .etc. 
In discussing strikes and the re­ 
sults attained. Mr. Imwson claimed 
practically every strike succeeded In 
gaining some benefits for the w ork­ 
ers. 
In the public's

strikes seemed to be failures, but In 
reality ©onceMdona wee© suns lo lot* 
low’ and lf not all points were g ain­ 
ed, nevertheless a substantial gain 
was affected. 
For two hours a volley of Questions 
w as fired at the speaker and much in ­ 
formation of a practical nature was 
elicited. 


ACTION CHARGED TO 


GERMAN INFLUENCE 


Washington. 
Feb. 
13.— Revolution 
swept Mexico’s de facto government 
entered the lists as an international 
peacemaker with an identical note to 
nil neutrals, proposing a joint effort 
to end the European*war. to be follow 
ed in the event of failure by the cut­ 
ting off of all exports of munitions and 
feapplies to belligerents. 
The communication was handed to 
the state department by R. P, De Ne­ 
gri, charge of the Carranza embassy 
here, 
It was received with expres­ 
sions of mingled amusement and grav 
ity in official quarters. 
There has been no decision as to the 
American government'* response, but 
the prevailing opinion was that Secre­ 
tary Lansing would reply promptly and 
briefly, referring to the futile efforts 
of President Wilson to bring about 
peace and pointing out that under ex­ 
isting conditions an embargo on ex­ 
ports would be a breach of neutrality. 
Among 
entente diplomats Carran­ 
za’s action was denounced ae another 
evidence of German influence in Mex­ 
ico and as a further effort to becloud 
the issue and embarrass the United 
States in the situation resulting from 
Germ any’s new submarine campaign 
Officials 
of the 
government were 
not so outspoken, but those who com­ 
mented Informally frankly expressed 
the same view.

“ If, contrary to expectations, this 
protest be ineffective. China will be 
constrained, to its profound regret, to 
sever diplomatic relations. 
It Is un­ 
necessary to add that China’s action 
is dictated 
by a desire 
for further 
peace and the maintenance of interna­ 
tional law.” 


AMERICAN SHIPS WILL ARM 


Government Not to Take Any Hand in 


the Matter.

"In view of the appearance In the 
newspapers of Feb. ll of a report that 
Germany was Initiating negotiations 
with the United States in regard to 
submarine warfare the department of 
stall* make* the following statement: 


“ A suggestion was made orally to 
the department of state last Saturday 
afternoon by the minister of Switzer­ 
land that the German government Is 
willing to negotiate with tho United 
States, provided that the commercial 
blockade against England would not 
be interfered with. 
“ At the request of the secretary of 
state this suggestion was made In 
writing and presented to bim by the 
Swiss 
minister Sunday night. 
The 
communication Is as follows: 
Memo

Text of German Proposal. 


“ “ I be Swills government has been 
requested by the German government 
to say that the latter Is now, as be­ 
fore, willing to negotiatn, formally or 
In formally, with the United States pro­ 
vided that the commercial blockade 
against Fngland will not be broken 
thereby, 
I*. Hitter.’ 
“ This memorandum was given Im­ 
mediate consideration and th© follow­ 
ing reply was dispatched: 
“ ’My Dear Mr. Minister:

quested by flu* president to say to you, 
acknowledging the memorandum which 
you were kind enough to send to me 
on the lith Inst. that the government 
of the United State* would gladly dis­ 
cuss with th* German government any 
questions it might propose for discus­

which suddenly and without previous 
intimaHon of any kind, it cancelled the 
assurance which It had given this gov­ 
ernment on the 4th of May last, but 
that It does not feel that It can enter

which It Is now pursuing unless and 
until the German government renews 
It* assurances of the 4th of May and 
a<t* upon the assurance.’ 
“ No other interchange on this sub­ 
ject has taken place between this gov- 
eminent and any other government or 
person." 


German Proposal Insincere. 


In view of the fact that th# United 
.States has taken the most vigorous 
course possible short of war to (J®* 
noun* e the ruthless submarine war­ 
fare officials of the government r©> 
gun! the German proposal to nego­ 
tiate while the campaign is in prog­ 
ress as utterly insincere. 
From tha first the move has been 
looked upon and resented as a piece 
of propaganda, 
designed to 
becloud 
the issue and put the United States 
into a false position of belligerency. 
The question of whether naval gun* 
shall be provided for Anterican ship­ 
owners desiring to arm their vessel* 
for defense against submarines has 
be* n submitted to President Wilson 
by the state and navy departments. 
It is understood that the state de­ 
partment has recommended that the 
guns be provided. 
There Is said to be no authority 
under 
which 
the navy department 
an actually supply the guns, though 
there are precedents for the lending 
of weapons under bond for their re­ 
turn.

CITY MANAGER PLAN 


The adoption of the city m anager 
plan to apply to fourth chum clites 
in Minnesota ban been proposed in a 
bill by Senator Nelson of Luverne 
and which is on for action today by 
the senate. 
The act would include 
all of the less than 10,000 population 
cities, but la not to be put into effect 
until submitted to the people on peti­ 
tion of 20 per cent of the voters and 
adopted by a majority vote. 
So far 
no opposition has arisen against the 
measure. 
The council would be left merely a 
legislative body. 
The bill provides 
for an elective civil service commis­ 
sion. with general authority to em ­ 
ploy help In the city departm ents, 
«and is lo name three members of a 
public utilities board. 
One Is to bt 
chairm an, one vice chairm an, and the 
third, to be chosen w ithout regard to 
residence, Is to be city manager. 
T he city m anager Is to take the 
place of the city engineer, surveyor 
and street commissioner, and may aet 
also as city recorder or clerk. 
He Is 
to be subject only to the other two 
members, who may remove him at 
any 
time on 
written notice. 
HH 
salary Is to be fixed by the civil ser­ 
vice commission. 
"W here the plan is adopted,” Sen­ 
ator Nelson said last night, ‘‘a city 
will have a competent ‘hired m an’ to 
look after its business enterprises."

Both houses of congress are very much 
pressed for time. With only three w eeks 
remaining of the session and very much 
business to transact insides that cre­ 
ated by the German trouble, it Is 
w'oll known that it is Impossible to give 
the attention and the careful considera­ 
tion needed by lmi>ortant measures 
which are (tending. While a number of 
men believe that there will he an extra 
session of congress, the work of getting 
the appropriation hills out of the way 
goes oil just the same with a view to 
preventing any such session. 
Ill Considered Legislation. 
As an evidence of the difficulties 
which the senate encounters, it Is no­ 
ticed that several committees have ask­ 
ed leave to sit during the sessions of 
tile senate. 
They are trying to do im­ 
portant business in the senate aud at 
the same time hold Important commit­ 
tee meetings. 
Of course tills makes 
had legislation. ‘ Only a few member* 
of committees can attend hearings and 
prepare the hills, and only a compara­ 
tively few'semi tors can attend to the Im 
portent legislation in the senate. Com­ 
mittee work ought to lie done by fill' 
committees and legislation enacted by 
the full senate, hut that is one of the 
unfortunate features of a short session 
of congress where too much business is 
crowded Into a few weeks. 
Sectionalism Revived. 
A hundred times nod on a hundred 
huntings the statement has | k*»*ii made 
that there Is "no north, no south, no 
east, no west.”

ten to some of the debates Iii congress 
you would soon come to the conclusion 
that sectionalism Is a pretty strong 
factor.

The sou th Is largely Iii control 
iii congress when the Democrats are 
iii power, aud the Republicans are still 
willing to make that sn issue iii order 
to regain national power at some fu 
lure time. 
Indorsed Barnum.

As a New Justle® of the Peace Hs Had 
to Perform the Ceremony, but He 
Didn’t Like the Job—One of Hie Clote 
Ceile ta a Pony Express Rider. 


It is difficult for this generation of 
boys, even though they be born on tho 
"Great American desert," to believe 
that Buffalo Bill was ever anything 
except the star of a tent abow, but old 
timers know of his perilous life of ear­ 
lier days ae an Indian fighter, scout, 
overland freight guard and pony ex­ 
press rider. 
' 
When the Kansas Pacific railroad 
was building to the coast it employed 
WHI Cody to supply Ifs construction 
gangs with meat. 
One of the greatest 
shots of the plains, be won lits name 
and his spurs killing buffalo for the 
builders of the iron trail. 
During Indian campaigns Cody rose 
to bo chief scout for Die army aud In­ 
dian adventures became a part of bis 
dally routine. The fame of Buffalo Bill 
spread through the army. None doubt­ 
ed the courage ami resource of the 
great scout and Indian hunter. 
Yet one day this courage w as sorely 
tried. There was one time when Buf­ 
falo Bill admitted he w-as scared. 
General Emory, in command at Fort 
McPherson, induced the county author- 
files to make Buffalo Bill a Jostle© of 
the peace. 
"Why. general," protested the scout, 
"I don't know any more about law 
than a mule knows of singing.” 
But the appointment was duly and 
legally made, and the new justle© had 
to serve. 
His first task was to perform a wed­ 
ding ceremony. 
A 
wedding was a 
groat event a t McPherson, aud tile 
whole fort resolved to attend. 
In vain his wife and sisters tried to 
coach Buffalo BUI. 
Nobody could find 
ii copy of the marriage service. 
The great day came. The guests as­ 
sembled. 
Cold sw eat stood In beads 
on the brow of the Ballan fighter. 
His 
hands trembled. 
Yet ut first the ceremony moved 
without 
reproach. 
The 
bride 
and 
groom were counseled in tho conven­ 
tional manner until the Close of the 
ceremony, when Buffalo Bill startled 
the congregation bv announcing: 
“Whom God and Buffalo Bill hath 
joined together let no man put anim 
der!" 
As n marrying justice ho was voted 
a great success. 
Before the days of the telegraph 
news traveled by the pony express, 
nine days from St. Joseph, Hie end of 
the railroad, to Sacramento. <'al. 
The 
distance over the short route w as l.iHkl 
miles. 
Will Cody was twice in the employ 
of the |wily express as one of the relay 
riders in the western wilderness. 
It 
was during his secotid engagement 
that he sa veil Ills life by his knack of 
shooting straight ami thinking quickly 
Will was rilling from Red Butte, on 
the North Platt**, to Three Crossings. 
On tho Sweetwater, a distance of sex 
enty-six miles, when u station boss one 
day Informed him: 
"There's sign* of Injlns alwut, Billy 
Hefter keep your eye peeled." 
Tho young rider nodded comprehen­ 
sion a* lie swung into the saddle on a 
fresh pony and (lathed out of the st* 
lion with his mail sacks. 
Plainsmen learned early to keep their 
oyes open. As Will Cody rode he scan 
nisi tho country ahead of him w ith tire­ 
less gaze 
Every r<*ck urn! hummock 
had his attention. 
It was u grim, wild country he rode 
through. Great cliffs overhung hts use 
row parti and darkened the way. 
For 
cals of black pine stood thick on th® 
precipitous slo|*e* of Hic !'«x*kies. 
Ills keen eye caught sight of a slight 
movement behind a large ItowhlVr that 
lay ahead of him. 
It ueeded no mot© 
than that to tell tile (tony express rider 
of danger. 
Riding at tup speed toward 
the danger zone, lie made his plan 
Cody was almost u| kui the rook be 
fore In* swerved bis horse sharply and 
dashed off to one side 
Two rifle re­ 
ports came eJmuMuueously, und from 
behind the rock sprang two unmount­ 
ed I ml is us. 
At the same time a score of Indians 
ou ponies burst from the timber on 
the opposite side of tho valley and 
rude toward him. 
Ahead lay a narrow pass leading to 
safety. 
The race liegan. 
Only oiie rider threatened the express 
messenger. 
He wore the headdress of 
a chief, and his pony was fleetest. 
Close together the horses si*©d to­ 
ward the pas*, sud the Indian w ss 
gaining steadily. 
Cody turned in his saddle. 
The Indian chief bad lifted an arrow 
to his bow and even thou was sighting 
his target. 
Like a flash Cody drew his revolver 
Seemingly he fired without tim . ►** 
quick was the action. 
The Indian 
d ro n e d from his saddle, and the pony 
express sped on sate. — Kansas City 
Star.

LEAKS ABOUT TOWN 


Water Mains Burst in Four Secti ns.

Washington, Feb. 13.—An executive 
order to exclude spies and other un 
desirable persons from the I'ann nm 
canal zone and give to the governor 
virtually unlimited authority to regu­ 
late immigration there has been sign 
ed by President Wilson. 
The text of the document has not 
bein made public, but it is understood 
to contain drastic 
provisions, very 
broad in terms, to prevent entry of 
persons who “would be a menace to 
the general welfare.” 
The order also contains a compre­ 
hensive provision 
for protection of 
the waterway. 
The governor may ex 
pel any person convicted of a criminal 
offense or whose presence in his Judg 
ment would tend to create public dis 
order or in any manner impede proae- 
cution of work on the canal. 


GREECE EXTENDS SYMPATHY

Athens, Feb. 13. 
Greece Is in sym­ 
pathy with the American movement 
to league neutrals against Germany’s 
submarine policy.

"Conditions” are supposed to mean 
Greece is practically a belligerent be­ 
cause of encroachments of the allies.

American Line May Abandon Plan to 
Sail Ships. 
Now 
York, Feb. 
12. 
Unless 
the 
United 
States government 
provides 
convoys or gunners and gnus to pro 
fj?et its ships the American line. own­ 
ers of the steamships St. lamia, St. 
Paul and other liners, will not send 
them across the Atlantic, it was an­ 
nounced here by P. A. S. Franklin, 
president of the International Mercan­ 
tile Marine. 
This decision was reached after the 
failure of efforts to provide their own 
defensive 
armament, 
Mr. 
Franklin 
said. 
The only source of supply 
>f 
guns In this country, he added, seems 
to be tho United States government 
and “our 
government 
seems disin­ 
clined to afford this protection.” 
"As fnr as the American line is con­ 
cerned." Mr. Franklin said, 
we have 
done our best in trying to procure the 
necessary guns and gun crews, hut it 
does not seem possible private cor­ 
porations will 
Im* able properly to 
equip their ships with defensive a rm a ­ 
m ent.”

Authorities and V ast Bulk of the Peo­ 


ple 
Desire to A void 
H ostilities in 


A ny W a y Consistent W ith General 


Lines of Present N aval W a r Policy. 


Copenhagen, Feb. 12.— Little hope or 
expectation exists in Berlin that war 
with the United States is avoidable or 
that a modus vivendi reconciling the 
policies of the two governments can 
he found. 
There now is a desire on the part of 
the authorities and a vast bulk of the 
people to avoid actual hostilities in 
any way consistent with the general 
lines of the present submarine policy, 
but only in such a way. 
Accordingly, instructions were giv­ 
en to submarine commanders before 
they started on their February mis­ 
sion to take the safe side when neu­ 
tral 
vessels, 
particularly American, 
w'ere In question, whenever possible. 
Enemy merchantmen, when recogniz­ 
ed as such, were ordered to hi* sunk 
at sight, 
hut neutral 
merchantmen 
were to he warned when such action, 
in their judgment, was consistent wI th 
the object of the campaign and the 
safety of their own ships. 
It was realized, however, after the 
prompt and resolute stand taken by 
President Wilson, that these orders 
could only be palliative and only de 
fer, not avoid, an ultimate break. 
It 
was seen also that if President WU 
son stood by his announcement that 
an act of hostility, a casus belli must 
come sooner or later, probably sooner, 
on account of the number of Ameri 
cans on enemy ships. 


Not Subject to Punishment. 
Moreover, there was the discretion­ 
ary nature of the Instructions to sub­ 
m a rin e commanders, who were inform­ 
ed that while the careful course to 
wards neutrals was recommended and 
desired, they would no longer be sule 
ject to punishment for departing from 
their former procedure of warning if 
they found this advisable. 
It is considered that tile only possi­ 
bility of the avoidance of hostilities 
would result from a modification of 
its standpoint by one or tin* other aide 
and so far tis could be judged from the 
positive declarations of 
Dr. 
Alfred 
Zimmerman, the German minister of 
foreign 
affairs, 
and 
other officials, 
there was no probability that Germany 
would give way this time or abandon 
the ruthless campaign now started.
